If aggregate wealth is taken 
as the measure of a section's prosperity, (hen (be Middle Allan 
tic States are the most prosperous. "They have (he larges 
amount of liquid cash of any section in the country. 
New 


,} ork leads them with an income of more than £9,000,OOO.OQO. 


But if prosperity is measured by individual wealth or the 


per capita distribution-of a section's riches, then the Pacific 
States have (he East beaten by a comfortable margin—$796 
as compared with $673. Even under this method New York 
slate retains its lead, with a per capita income of $874. 


Liquid cash is a fine thing for an}1 individual or family or 


community to have plenty of—if it is pl,i to real use. 
But in 


rejoicing over its wealth, no sec/ton can afford to forget that 
the health, happiness, education and decency of its people are 
of more lasting and Vital importance than the number of 
dollars on hand.
